H is death, w hich cam e w ith a startling 
suddenness to his rainily an i friends, had 
not been unexpected by Ins physician for 
som e days. 
T he lurking tendency to brain com pli­ 
cations, which had been present iii a greater 
or less degree, and constantly increasing in 
severity during his entire illness, had pre­ 
pared them to expect the worst. 
Tho rack­ 
in g pains w hich ho suffered during tho 
early days of his illn ess yielded to treat­ 
ment, but left him in a w eak and exhausted 
condition, from w hich he never rallied, and 
upon w hich 
th e fever preyed 
with in­ 
creasing violence un til tho hour of his 
death. 
A fter last

weaker and weaker, 
and at 4 o’clock 
this 
m orning his 
condition was 
such 
as

Attar 
this he 
ral­ 
lied som ew hat, and at tho consultation this 
m orning his pulse was found to he som e­ 
w hat stronger, but his general com fit in 
was not such as to give any hope of Ulti­ 
m ate recovery. 
Dr. Baxter relieved Dr. H am ilton at the 
conclusion of the consultation, and con ­ 
tinued in constant attendance u n til tile 
gen era l’s death. 
The physicians again m et 
in consultation at 1.30 p. in., at w hich lim e 
it was apparent that the patien t w as rapid­ 
ly sinkin g, and could live hut a few hours 
At 2 o’clock tho general revived sutti- 
©iently to rooogyize his w ife, w ho has been 
.t his beusiue nigh t ami day during his 
entire illness. 
As she spoke to him lie 
looked up into lier face and recognized her. 
This was the last m an ifestation of con­ 
sciousness. 
lie then w earily closed his eyes and sank 
again into a lethargic sleep from w hich he 
never woke.

W hile the public has been aware fo r a 
w eek or more that General Logan was con­ 
fined to his room w ith rheum atism , m any 
of his most personal friends w ere as late as 
yesterday afternoon unsuspicious of th e se­ 
rious charac tor of the attack, and to the 
m asses the announcem ent in this m orn­ 
ing's papers th at the 
statesm an lay at 
d eath’s door brought a shock of sorrowful 
surprise. 
A ll day long the carriages of sym pathetic 
callers have occupied til© space in front of 
C alum et place, w hile hundreds of pedestri­ 
ans of all w alks in life have (lim bed Die 
hill upon wliich the I/Ogan m ansion stands 
to ask if it were true that 
A ll H op e tV ui P r iI. 
A m ong those w ho thus actively expressed 
their grief and sym pathy w ere Secretaries 
W hitney and M anning and their w ives. 
General Sheridan, Justice M atthew s aud 
various senators aud congressm en. 
Scores oi telegram s of condolence have 
\ been com ing during the d *y from all parts 
* of the country, am ong ihe latest being one 
from ex-Senator C on k in g. 
Though the doctors had given no hope 
During the day. yet the attendants, as late 
ss this noon, refused to g iv e full credence 
to the alarm ing bulletins, and whispered to 
Inquirers th e hope that th e sturdy fram e of 
ihe sufferer, and tile united sk ill of the 
consultin g physicians, won d bring a re­ 
v ival of vitality sufficient to dom inate over 
th e insidious poison in his frame. But aller 
noon no one ventured to express a hope that 
th e sufferer w ould last (turin.' tho day. 
Intim ate friends gathered w ith the grief- 
stricken and alm ost frantic relatives about 
the bedside, w hile in the spacious hall and 
parlors below was a hushed and sad-faced 
throng. 
At 2.65 o’clock Dr. Baxter cam e 
out of the sick-room and said to one who 
w as w aitin g for in telligen ce: 
"Sim ply say 
he is d yin g.” Then the voice of prayer at 
th e I edside rose above the sobs of the 
stricken mourners, and with its end ended 
the life of th e warrior statesm an.

“The scene,” said Dr. Baxter, "was one of 
th e saddest that I have ever witnessed.

'I he grief of

It is stated th at the gen eral’s body will 
no doubt be taken to Illinois for burial, but 
no detinue arrangem ents for the funeral 
w ill be made until Mrs. Logan, w ho is 
w holly prostra’c d. can be consulted. 
{Senator Cullom , w ho was ut the dying 
m an’s side continuously from last even ing, 
was reauested to tem porarily take charge 
of matters. 
He -ant at once tor the deuuty 
sergeant-at-arms of tho (Senate, who, upon 
his arrival half un hour later, entered upon 
the usual prelim inary 
A r r im g r u e n n fo r the F u n e r a l 
by sum m oning an undertaker and tele­ 
graphing to the sergoaut-at-arm s and others 
st a distance. 
General Logan’s system was very sen si­ 
tive to w eather changes of a particular 
kind, and he bas often been heard to re­ 
m ark in a half jocular way that he believed 
ho could accurately foretell the com ing of a 
snow storm. 
The seeds of disorder w ere sown during 
th e war, his first attack of rheum atism hav­ 
in g follow ed im m ed iately th e end of a 
tw enty-four hours’ march through a blind­ 
ing snow storm. 
His la»t attack, too. re­ 
sulted from brief exposure to th e snow 
storm of a fortn ight ago, and his death 
preceded by bat a few m inutes th e begin­ 
n in g of a h eavy flurry, w hich, though brief

Her am bition far 
exceeded the senator's, and her political 
efforts equalled liis. 
In each of the four 
contests which Logan w aged for the sena­ 
torship his shrewd and vivacious w ile ac­ 
com panied him to tho seat of war at 
Springfield, and opening her parlors at 
the Leland H otel site rendered most effec­ 
tive assistance to His candidacy. 
It has 
often been said that but for her push Logan 
would never have dei eloped beyond the

tim e of their marri go. 
She has aim ed at

T h ere is som e d a n ­ 
ger of houses b eing stove or w ashed aw ay, 
b u t d isasters of th is k in d h av e been rare. 
O ne h u n d red ships h av e been lost to one 
th a t has h a d h e r deck houses w ashed aw ay.

THE POWER OF LOVE. 


Mr. Beecher on the Human­ 
ity of Christ. 


There are ThceloiriaRs ©f the Cradle 


. Wile Sin? to the Children. 


Some Examples of the Methods of 
the Master’s Teaching. 


N ew Y o rk , December 2 a —Mr. Beecher 
did not announce any singlo tex t this morn­ 
ing. Opening the Bible, lie paid: 
I shall 
speak to you from tho scene recorded in 
three of tho Evangelists, w here tho three 
iccounts arc condensed into o n e: “It came 
to pass, as he said theso t h in g s , a certain 
Amman lifted up her voice and said unto 
Sim, Blessed is tho womb th at bare Thee, 
m d the breast th at Thou has sucked.” And 
He said, ‘‘Yea, rath er blessed are they th at 
Bear the Word of God and keep it.” 
“ While He had talked to the people and 
the m ultitude sat about Him, behold there 
cam e to Him His m other and His brothers 
and could not come at Him for the press. 
And standing w ithout desiring to speak un­ 
to Him calling Him. And then oho said unto 
Him behold Thy m other and Thy brethren 
stand w ithout seeking for Thee and desir­ 
ing to see aud to speak w ith Thee. 
But He 
answered and said unto him th at told him : 
Who is my m other? VV ho are my brethren? 
And He looked round about on them which 
sat about Him and stretched forth His 
'lands toward the disciples, and said: 
Be­ 
loid my m other and my brethren: they 
ire these which hear the word of God and 
Jo it. For w hichever shall do tho will of 
iud, my Father, w hich is in heaven, the 
same is ray brother aud my sister and my 
m other.” 
This passage is instructive in m any ways. 
It is one ct tho clearest exam ples of the 
m ethods of C hrist’s preaching, totally un­ 
like th a t which prevails now; not perhaps 
to tter than preaching is in our tim e and 
society, but better adapted to th at tim e aud 
the habits of th a t t-ociety. Ile was not 
standing in a place bv himself. 
Ho evi­ 
dently had sat down on some em inence aud 
the congregation had clustered round about 
aim, near or further off. It was not a 
form ulated discourse, after the philosoph­ 
ical 
m ethod—tho tru th stated, unfolded 
and then regularly applied, which is tho 
genera! foundation of a serm on in our day. 
The things th at He said sprang u p to Him 
from the crowd th at w as around Hun, and 
it would seem as if they too were a part of 
the preaching, because they were interlocu­ 
tory 
passages. 
Men 
expressed 
their 
thought, or if the ideas were not clear, 
asked questions interrupting Him at once. 
And when emotions came in their own way 
they expressed also their sym pathy, as 
when this woman, being strangely affected, 
probably unable to distinguish w hat ailed 
her, and yet conscious th a t she stood iii the 
presence of a great teacher, broke out in 
adm iration, 
’IJlessed be 
Thy moi lier; 
blessed is the womb th a t bare Thee and the 
breasts th at gave Thee suck.” 
Sad indeed; when one would bless God 
they come next door to It when they bless 
a m an's father and m other. Because, of all 
the gifts th at come from God, most of thorn 
travel along th at highway, and the thanks 
may as well travel neck along tho ‘am e 
m ad on which tho blessings came. And so 
aho, instead of crying out am en, halle­ 
lujah, glory to God, our modern nhnses, 
she blessed the Jal lier and the motlier. 
For both patents, in the old 3tyle, were 
Included under either destination. Blessed, 
therefore, bo God. was hor inward thought, 
lh e re was a m ixture of feeling which 
could get expression only through blessing 
thelmotber. 
Non', while she thus was expressing her 
thoughts and feelings, there was a s tir in 
the audience and some one interfered, in­ 
terpellated him and said to him, “Thy 
m other and Thy brethren are outside yon­ 
der, 
R u t th o C r o w d is s o T h ic k 
th at they cannot get in; they wish to speak 
to you,” T h at fell out as natural and easy, 
but if anybody should come to the front 
door here and spoak out to m e and say to 
m e: "Your wife is out here and w ants 
to see you a m om ent,” iii the m iddle 
of a serm on, 
it would m ake a good 
deal of a stir, and would seem very 
unnatural. 
But 
here 
it 
was 
out 
doors, 
it 
was 
according 
to 
the 
habit of the people and according to tho 
E e i n u s of t h e preaching, 
it 
was 
alto ­ 
gether a thing in consonance with the time 
aud a kind of fam iliarity th a t was beauti­ 
ful and the result often very practical. 
W hen this was cried out C hrist’s leuly 
m ust needs strike every. ne th at has not 
m editated upon it as very singular. It looks 
very m uch at first as if it was unfilial, at 
any rate indifferent. “Who is my m other, 
mv brother?” 
H eartless? 
No, think it 
not. There was a good reason in this; th at 
she and her sons. lier other children, had 
come probably to interrupt and take Him 
home. 
We read all the way (brough the gospel a 
continuous unbelief in Him on the part of 
His brethren. This was early in his minis­ 
try, but even as late as his last ascent, to 
tlerusalom they rebuked Him and said, 
‘•You are doing these m iracles in the o!>- 
scurity of Galilee, m aking believe you are 
a prophet, th at is, a prophet where ignor­ 
ant folks cannot find you out. Who th a t 
does these filings goes un to m ake him self 
know n.” and it is added. “For neither did 
His brethren believe in H im .” Aud the lair 
inference. I think, is tb s: th at ch rist 
passed His whole earthly life from the be­ 
ginning to the end without toe sym pathyof 
His own fam ily; not only the sym pathy, 
but they did not bolieva th a t He was w hat 
{he people believed that He was and w hat 
Ie declared himi-eJf to be. Aud th at is not 
all. There is unquestionable evidence th at 
his m other did not believe. It is a sad com­ 
ing down of our ideas of Mary- but Mary 
as she wus and Mary as she has been repre­ 
sented through ail the m agnifications and 
adorations of 2000 years were very differ­ 
ent creatutes. There is no evidence th at 
Mary was superior to the women round 
about her. Thoro is no evidence th at she 
had any particular spiritual opening and 
insight. 
There is no evidence th at she was appre­ 
ciative of thequnlities th at were in her own 
Mon aud th at have made His nam e the nam e 
above all others on earth. It, is recorded in 
M ark: 
"And the m ultitude cometh to­ 
gether again so th at they could not so much 
as eat bread; aud when His kinsm en heard 
of it they w ent out to lay hold on Him ; for 
they said 
Ho is beside himself. 
He is 
crazy.” Now it does not redound very m uch 
to their spiritual insight, but alleviates 
som ew hat tho blame th at we naturally 
would put upon them, th at they had corno 
not 
to 
interrupt 
Him, but 
to save 
nim . 
To 
them 
it seemed as if the 
m au was beside him self; exposing lilm- 
selt 
to 
ridicule, 
to 
danger, 
too. 
from the rulers and from 
tho political 
officers of tile country. "Lei us have Him 
hanged; let us take care of H im .” There 
was a m ingling of kindness in it, but low 
thonglitedness predom inated. They did not 
appreciate him at all. 
Now, the crowd 
when they were surrounding him, one said 
to another, “T hat is His m other aud thoso 
are His brethren, ber children, and they 
w ant to see H im ." They thought it an act 
of kindness to pass on the word. And when 
Jesus heard it how easy it would have been 
to have said some kind thing, aud how un­ 
like Him. 
F orbore was one of thess chances which 
He seldom neglected, here was one of tho u 
openings through w hich He had tho power 
of bringing tile lower forms of life into 
connection with the higher and developed 
spiritual 
forms of life. 
“Who is my 
m other?” 
It was not necessary th at th at 
should have been said either querulously 
or rebukingly. W hen they interrupted His 
discourse and some one said trial His 
m other and His brethren were outside wish­ 
ing to say som ething to him, “ Who is my 
m other; who are my brethren?” And then 
comes in also a very characteristic passage, 
showing the habit of C h rist- - personal 
habit. It is very evident th at He' 


T a l k e d a G r e a t R e a l b y P o n t n r e , 
by attitude, by looks. For everywhere, up 
And down through the Evangelists, we lind 
particularly the recognition of the forco of 
the eye. 
"And He looked around about.” 
It i6 not He looked on the folks. The whole 
action is there. “He looked around about 
on them which sat al out Him and stretched 
forth His hands towards His disciples, ana 
said, bohold my m other and my brethren; 
for whosoever shall do the will of God my 
F ather which is in heaven the same is my 
brother aud my sis'cr and my m other.” 
Ye may believe with this deeper aud more 
inw ard interpretation th at this apparent re­ 
buke was not a real rebuke to the m other. 
She had m anifested solicitude from the low 
standpoint on which she had stood, and He 
had manifes ted a higher appreciation of the 
relationship between her and Him, a rela­ 
tionship to which she had not yet risen.

itiate men in to the understanding of them ; 
sometimes carrying the physical develop­ 
m ent of life un in a sort of mystic way, in 
order th at men m ight reach from th e prac­ 
tical to the higher practical ana spin ta a l 
Aud this is a characteristic very largely of 


His ministry. Both worlds were perpetually 
before Him. We are not to tigure to our­ 
selves a sort of provincial distinction he- 
tween the two worlds in Him. There are 
two wor ds before every otto of us. 
No 
parent now undertakes to instruct, bis child 
in things not yet appreciable to the child's 
mind, but oro perfectly fam iliar to tho 
parent's m ind: lint standing on that half­ 
way between two worlds, the child’s lower 
thought w ith tho father’s higher thought ; 
and. incidentally, the operation of every 
one’s m ind is this: “How shall I represent 
tiffs now to this little child?” 
And som ething m ost be selected from its 
little pleasures, expel tepees, various am use­ 
m ents, and the higher truth, allhough att 
earthly one. m ust be likened paraboticaily 
to some lower one. It is Hie law of media- 
'lion between the lo ver and higher iii the 
mind. 
And In Christ it was larger. He 
stood as between t lie under and tho upper. 
He m et hum an nature half way, as it were, 
in its ascent from its physical origin to its 
spiritual and final condition. 
Ami Hie very 
m ystic elem ent in C h rists teaching, tho 
very strangeness ami apparent disconnec­ 
tion, the origin of thoughts th it had no 
logical connection, in ay very largely lie ex­ 
plained by i ins fact of a great spiritual crea­ 
ture embodied for a tim e being, looking at 
all things in tho higher light, and yet de­ 
siring to shine into 


M e n o f t h e L o n e r in f o , 
urn! to enable them to Interpret th a t to 
winch they are coming in tho Jam! of im- 
m orlalitv. 
In a general way, therefore, this language 
of Christ is but a repetition, but in another 
form,of th at which John said of Him in tho 
open lug chapter of his m em orable gospel; 
“He was in the world, Hie world was made 
by Him. tho world knew Him not.” Ho 
cam e 
to 
His 
own, His own received 
Him not. Motlier and brethren did not re­ 
ceive Him nor know Him. “But as m any 
received Him. to them gave He power to 
become tho sons of God. Even to them 
th at believed on His nam e.” This relation­ 
ship is further explained. 
"W hich were 
born not of blood, nor of the will of the 
flesh, nor of the will of man, but of God.” 
It is the higher 
kinship of tho soul. 
Christ did not set aside true relationships, 
but He ope nod up a fa r higher view, with 
which these were in analogy. And doubt­ 
less it waN about in th at realm of thinking 
th at Christ felt, when looking in that. mo­ 
m ent of inspiration upon his m other,He h d 
reason to sav: “But my m other? 
He d'd 
not despise them nor set th et* aside, but 
merely said tile relationship does not exist; 
they do not perceive it; and no m an can be 
my brother and no woman my m other that 
does not enter iuto th at which m akes me 
\\ hat I ani. 
Ini the truest and highest sense then, not 
until men rise into those qualities which 
constkute'U od can they be said to under­ 
stand God. No man can come to a know l­ 
edge of God until he is in the possession in 
him self of those tastes and those emotions 
which, sm all in us. are large enough for in­ 
terpretation and large enough for the offi­ 
cers of prophecy as it woro, largo enough to 
give us some conception of the greatness 
and the beauty or God as a spiritual b ing. 
Not th at it fiiltsis all our desires ami all our 
know ledge in those directions, but it is a 
lens 
through 
which 
we can come to 
true discernm ent ami consciousness of God. 
And consciousness is the soul seeing and 
feeling, as vision and hearing are Hie body 
seeing and feeling. Tiffs is the royal road 
to knowledge th e n - goodness. 
He th at 
loves, wo are told by John in explicit lan­ 
guage, Im knows God. 
He cannot im agine 
Hic am plitude of such love. He th at knows 
alone the candle, knows what tho sun is a 
little bit, hut the candle does not give him 
any conception of the m agnitude and the 
majesty and the glory. 
He th at loves here 
bas one letter ot Hie alphabet, aa it were, 
but not the whole literature and phil­ 
osophy of tho divine nature. But this is 
the highway through w hich John declare) 
th at through th at and through te a t only 
< an anv man come to an understanding of 
God. For God is love and no m an can un­ 
derstand God th at does not understand 
love, 
which 
is 
his 
constituent 
ele­ 
ment. As no m an can understand hero­ 
ism except through the recipiency or sensi­ 
bility to heroism in him self; as no m an can 
understand good taste except through the 
foregoing feeling of w hat is harm onious 
aud b eau tifu l: so it is in regard to the great 
discernm ent th at reveal God to us. 
I suppose there are some wisest of theolo­ 
gians th at never instruct m inisters. 
There 
are theologians of the cradle; the m otlier 
th at sits with sw eet love arid overflow 
tlieieot and sings to herchild in its sickness 
or in its irritation, and pours herself out, ail 
Hie royalty of her life. alt the treasure of 
her experletices, on tho littleness of the 
child, who does not understand her and 
gives nothing back in anywise repaying. 
But it is in lier ann it m ust come out, tor 
tho sake of coniine out. It is hor nature. 
She has an elem entary knowledge of how 
God feels arid w hat God is. 
She never shapes it into a sermon. 
She 
would never let it go into a no tra it: she 
would not dare lo; it would bo h eiesy ; it 
would not conform to the W estm inster 
catechism , nor the confession of Saith, nor a 
good many other tilings th at have been 
supposed necessary to orthodoxy. But has 
ever kindled in them th at feeling of aff e c ­ 
tion by which they devote their whole life 
to the filling un of other people’s lives, they 
have the beginning of the knowledge of 
God; th a t is. of its higher elem ents and its 
noble attributes; and nobody else can corno 
even intl' the outer court of understanding, 
but lie th a t comes through some leoipro- 
c ity ; some echo of God in his own self is tho 
indispensable condition of understanding 
the d iv in e .

over beforo, and the landlords under the 
law absorbed Hie proceeds of the black la­ 
bor. They also allege th at they had no 
political rights, being to aff intents and 
purposes disfranchised. Under these cir­ 
cum stances em igration was a m atter of 
necessity, if not of choice. Largo num bers 
will leave Appleton, Blackville and other 
points in South Carolina w ithin the next 
six weeks hound for Arkansas. 
The em igration is spreading al] over tho 
ytate, and unless the leg islatu re n u k es ar. 
effort to im prove tiietr condition by repeal­ 
ing obnoxious laws and enacting legisla­ 
tion to protect them . these people say tb it 
hundreds of South Carolina plantations 
will rem ain uncultivated tor tile lack of 
colored labor.

It will be rem em ­ 
bered that, when the Canadian cruisers 
com m enced 
seizing 
American 
fishing 
vessels for purchasing bait aud ice. the 
question of lite legality of such proceedings 
under the Canadian fisheries act was raised, 
and it was found th a t the act did not sufti- 
cieutly cover such cases, inasm uch as it 
did not provide th e penalty of confiscation. 
Prosecutions have, therefore, been n u d e 
under the diatom s act for infringem ent of 
customs regulations, in cases of neglect to 
enter and sim ilar offences and fines im ­ 
posed. 
Last session M inister Foster introduced, 
and bad passed, an act to am end the 
fisheries act, in, which it is provided it 
shall not l o legal for fishing vessels to 
enter Canadian ports for any other pur­ 
poses than those expressly stipulated in 
tho 
treaty 
of 
I S I S ; th at 
is, 
“for 
shelter, 
tor 
repairs, 
to t 
obtaining 
food or for obtaining w ater.” This act was 
intended to provide tho penalty of confisca­ 
tion for purchasing bait or ice, and will give 
the Canadian governm ent m uch m ore free­ 
dom of action in dealing with trespassing 
fishing vessels. T his is the act to which 
notice of assent was received today.

Tho advance sheets of General George 
B. McClellan's own story of the civil war 
have I ecu received from the New York pub­ 
lishing house of Charles L. W ebster & Co. 
The volum e will contain a fine engraving 
of the distinguished soldier, and is printed 
in largo, clear type, and finely illustrated. 
Tho opening pages are devoted to a bio­ 
graphical sketch of the deceased, and are 
followed by a brief introduction from ids 
pen, under tho date of Novem ber 8, 1881. 
Ho there said: 
The labor of years in the preparation of 
my m em oirs having been destroyed by lire, 
it rem ains to recom m ence the tedious work 
and replace the io*s as le st I may. For­ 
tunately my original papers are preserved. 
I have no present intention of publishing 
anything during my lifetim e, but desire to 
leave, for Hie use of my children, my own 
account of tho groat events in which it was 
my fortune to take part. Therefore, should I 
live to com plete my work, it will probably 
be found too volum inous for publication, 
and I anticipate tho necessity of a judicious 
pruning to fit it for tile public use. 
I have thus tar abstained from any public 
reply to the various critioism s and m isrep­ 
resentations of which I have boeu the sub­ 
ject, and shall probably pieservo the same 
attitude during the rem ainder of my lite. 
Certainly up to within a brief period party 
feeling lias ruu so high th at tne pathway 
for the truth lins beon well-nigh closed, and 
too many have preferred to accept blindly 
w hatever was most agreeable 
to their 
pre udioes rather than to exam ine tacts. 
Moreover, during tho civil w ar I never 
sought rank nor com m and. W hatever of 
that nature came to me cam e by torce of 
circum stances and w ith no effort ol my 
own. 
In the performan<e of toe unties 
thus throw n upon me, I can with a clour 
conscience say th at I never thought of my- 
sell cr of my own interests, but th at I 
steadily pursued the course wlffi h com­ 
m ended ttso f to mo as hest serving tho 
true interests of my country, and of t He 
gallant troops whom I had tile honor to 
command. 
I have, therefore, been able to m aintain a 
en I ai flout under abuse, aud - while far 
from claim ing im m unity front error—have 
rem ained sat'.sded with tho conviction that, 
alter my death at least, my countrym en 
will recognize tho fact th at I loyally served 
mv country in its darkest hour; and that 
others, who during their lifetim es have 
been more favored than myself, would 
probably have done no better, under iho 
circum stances which surrounded me. when, 
twice at least, I saved the < apital, once cre­ 
ated and oilco reorganized a great army. 
In opening ids story of the grand contest 
General McClellan discus os Hie caules of 
Hie war, raying in reiereuce to tho pon­ 
tes ta m s: 
More gallant foes never m et on the field 
of battle titan these men of the same race, 
who bad so long lived under tho ample 
folds oi tho satno flag; more desperate 
battles were never fought than those now 
about to occur. Tho m ilitary virtues of 
patriotism , patience, endurance, self-abne­ 
gation and heroism were about to receive 
their most striking illustrations. 
In judging the m otives of m en at this 
great crisis it m ust Ie rem em bered th a t tile 
vast m ajority of Southern men had been 
educated in the doctrine of secession aud of 
exttem e State rights—which is, that alle­ 
giance was due first to the State, next to 
the general governm ent, and th at the State 
when it entered the Union retained the 
right 
to 
w ithdraw 
at 
w ill; 
while 
in 
the 
North the doctrine was gen­ 
erally 
held 
th at 
allegiance 
to 
the 
general governm ent was param ount and 
Hie Union indissoluble 
The masses on 
each side were honest in their belief us to 
tile justice of their cause. T heir honesty 
aud sincerity were proved by the sacrifices 
they m ade, by the earnestness with which 
so many devout C hristians on both sides 
confidently relied upon the in d o l God in 
their hour of trial, and bv the readiness 
w ith which so m any brave inert laid down 
their lives on tho field of buttle. 
The w riter next reviews the arm y organ­ 
ization as first effected under his genetal- 
ship, paying brioi attention to the mon who 
made up his personal staff, anc in turn re­ 
lating interesting incidents of their career. 
His story of tho conflict is largely taken 
from official docum ents and letters, aud 
though prepared in m inute detail, iii kes 
interesting reading. The following is Gen­ 
eral M cClellan’s story ot President Lin­ 
coln’s visit to the battlefields of South 
M ountain aud A utietam : 
On tho 1st day ox October His Excellency 
tho President, honored Hie Army of Hie Po­ 
tom ac w ith a visit, and rem ained several 
days, during which lie w ent through the 
different encam pm ents, reviewed the troops 
and w ent over the battlefields of South 
M ountain and A nticum . I had the oppor­ 
tunity during this visit to describe to him 
the operations of the arm y since the tim e it 
left W ashington, and gave him my reasons 
for not following the enemy after tie crossed 
tho Potomac. 
Ho was accom panied by General Mc- 
Ciernand, John W. G arrett, secretary of 
State of Ilitr.ois, and others whom I have 
forgotten. D uring the visit we had many 
and long consultations alone. 
I urged him 
to iollow a conservative course, and sup­ 
posed irotn tile tenor of his conversation 
that lie would do sa 
He more than once 
assured mo th at he was fully satisfied with 
my whole course from the beginning; th ai 
the only tauit that lie could p sst. ly lim! 
was th at I was perhaps too prone to bo sure 
th at everything was ready beforo acting, 
I.ut th at my actions were all right when 
I started. 
I 
said 
to 
bim 
that 
I thought a few' experim ents with those 
wiio actod before they were ready would 
probably eonvin. e him th at in tho end I 
consum ed less tim e than they did. He told 
me Hint he regarded me as tile only g> neral 
in Hie service capable ct organizing aud 
com m anding a large arm y, and th at lie 
would stand bv me. We carted on the 
field of bouto Mountain, w hither I had ac­ 
com panied him. 
lie sai l there i t a l he did 
not see how we ever gained that field, and 
th at he was sure that, it I iu d defended it, 
Lee could never have earned it. 
We spent some tim e on the battlefield and 
conversed fully cm the state of affairs. He 
told tne th at he was entirely satisfied with 
me aud with all th at I bad done; that he 
would sta n d by me against “all comers” ; 
that lie w ished me to continue my prep n a­ 
tions tor a new cam paign, not to stir an in It 
until fully ready, and when ready to do 
w hat I thought be 4. 
He repeated th at he 
was entirely satisfied with m e; th at I should 
be let alone; th a t lie would stand by me. I 
have no doubt that I e m eant exactly w hat 
he said. 
He parted item me with the u t­ 
most cordiality. 
We never m et again on 
this earth. 
Shortly afterw ards came the announce, 
m eat of General McClellan’s removal. 
It was at W arrenton, November IO, 1 8 6 2 , 
th a t lie mubo the just entry in th at diary 
Which closes Lib memoirs. 
W ith half-concealed em otion he then 
wrote: “I am very well aud taking leave of 
the men. I did not know' belore how much 
they loved me or how dear they were to 
me. 
Gray-haired m en cam e to me with 
tears stream ing down their cheeks. I never 
beforo had to exercise so muon self-control. 
The scenes of today repay me for all I have 
endured.”

Many chem icals have been used from 
tim e to tim e to render ball dresses and 
other textile fabrics incom bustible, but one 
of the most efficacious aud least expensive 
is tungbtate of soda, which m ay be most 
conveniently applied by m ixing it with the 
starch for dressing. Add one part of tho 
tungstate to three parts of good dry starch, 
and use the starch in the ordinary way. 
For fabrics which do not require starching 
dissolve one pound of tungstate ot soda in 
two gallons of water, well saturate the 
fabric in the solution and let it dry. 
It will not cilantro the most delicate colors 
or affect the quality of the fabric in any 
way, and ironing will not rn the least inter­ 
fere with the efficacy of th e process. Mus­ 
lins or silks so treated may l-e held in the 
tiauie of a candle or gas w ithout catching 
fire, so that, although the portion in contact 
w ith the nam e by continuance m ay be 
charred or even destroyed, there is no 
danger of spreading the combustion.

His Views on the Adm inistration—Civil 
Service Reform and the Silver and 
Tariff Agitation. 
N ew 
York, 
December lf ).— General 
Thom as L. C linem an of North Carolina, 
one of the leading Dem ocrats of the South, 
in an Interview yesterday said: 
“There is a great deal of discontent about 
the action of the President, and to a certain 
extent of Congress. Tho people have been 
disappointed in not having certain reform s 
w h h h they looked for carried into practice. 
“One tiling n which the President seems 
to lie pos.lively in earnest is in regal d to 
civil service- I may say at the outset that 
tho m atter is so palpably unconstitutional 
, in some fe Huron th at I ain astounded it is 
not universally denounced by all lntelli- 
fent aud honest n u n . lit tho first place, 
y the express words 
of 
the 
C onstr 
ttition, all persons horn in the United 
Mutes, after limy are thirty-live years 
of age, are eligible to every olfice from 
president down. 
If, however, President 
Cleveland or I were applicants for certain 
clerkships in the departm ents, we should 
be told we were ineligible because we nail 
not undergone a civil service exam ination. 
If wo said we were ready to undergo tho 
exam ination, we should be told that as we 
were over 45 years of ago we could not be 
perm itted to undergo the exam ination. In 
other words, we should be lom Pletely dis­ 
franchised by a mere law of Congress in di­ 
rect violation ot the Constitution. 
“ If Thaddeus Stevens and his friends at 
toe close ct the war had adopted this view, 
no am endm ents to the Constitution, such 
as they carried into effect, would have been 
necessary, as they m ight have disfranchised 
all the rebels by the mere act of Congress. 
“ Again, by tho term s of Hie Constitution. 
Hie President has a right to appoint any one 
e li g i b le lo office us a citizen of tile United 
States Ttie Senate may decline to confirm, 
but Congress bas no right to deny hun tho 
right to select according to iris own judg­ 
m ent. The civil service law is as palpable 
a violation of the Constitution as a n y tlu t 
could be trained 
It was tit fact the mere

bo defeated in the presidential contest. I 
have always been astonished th at Mr, Pen­ 
dleton and other Dem ocrats wore so shallow 
m inded that they did not 
N e e T h r o u x ta t h e T r i c k . 
“There arc two other questions of vastly 
m ore im portance than this of th* civil st>r- 
vioe. 
On one of them tho President is 
palpablY w rong: as to tho other lie is feetdv 
right. 
The first relates to tho currency. 
By the Constitution, gold and silver coin 
were m ade the money of tho U nited States. 
Tile dem onetization of sliver by the Itepub- 
Beans in 1876 was irobai iv tho m ost crim ­ 
inal action ever perpetrati d bv the govern­ 
m ent. It was so secretly done th at President 
G rant signed Hie bill w ithout being aw are 
of 
its character. 
Many m onths after­ 
ward, in his letter to Coleman, ho said 
we should soon have abundance of sil­ 
ver 
com. 
The 
great 
panic of 1876 
followed 
this 
measure. 
The 
par­ 
tial restoration of silver lins helped too 
United .Slates m aterially. W hat we need, 
however, is th at silver should ho put ou tim 
.'•ame touting as gold—in other words, as 
much silver should be coined as tho conn. 
trv needs, while silver and gold bullion 
should be alike received by Hie govern­ 
m ent and coin certificates issued thereon, 
receivable by tho governm ent for all duns 
to n . If we had eight hundred or a thou 
Bund millions of sm h com < ertlflcates, the 
national banks could easily supply such ad­ 
ditional currency as might be needed. 
We 
should 
then 
have a broad 
aud solid 
coin 
basis, 
which 
would 
render 
it 
alm ost 
impossible 
thai 
any 
serious 
money 
panic 
could 
occur. 
It 
is 
am using 
to 
see 
the 
shallow ness 
of 
the objections m ade to silver by W all street 
organs. 
They say tho people don’t w ant to 
handle silver. I believe men handle I OJO 
timeo more pieces of silver th an of gold. 
W hite silver is needed for pm ker change, 
nobody desires to have any gold. 
The 
objection, therefore, to tho coinage of gold 
is stronger than to th a t of silver. In tact. 
m en prefer to handle silver certificates 
rather than gold coin. 
“J.et me illu stra te : No man cares to carry 
his trunk with him into a railway passenger 
car. 
Ho is content to let his trunk rem ain 
am ong the baggage, whence, provided ho 
h a s a check, ho can get it back w henever 
be needs it. In like m anner, 
SIeu C u rry C ertificate*. 
know ing they can get coin w henever they 
w ant it. 
"A nother foolish argum ent of Hie gold 
organs is th a t if you pay a man in silver 
you cheat him out of part of his earnings, 
because silver is worth loss now than gold; 
but if you pay him in greenbacks or bank 
notes, as the m aterial with tv b id i he is paid 
is intrinsically worthless, you cheat bim out 
of the whole dollar. 
It is not necessary for 
m e to say th at throughout the United States 
silver and greenbacks are worth as m uch to 
the matt receiving t hem as gold. In speak­ 
ing ot Wall street I wish it understood 
th a t I refer m erely to the speculators 
who 
operate 
there, 
and 
not 
to 
the 
honest business people of the country, 
who desire a stable currency and steady 
prosperity. The buzzard would no doubt he 
glad to see the epizootic again ravage 
am ong hor; es, and Hie cholera fiend am ong 
Ii; gs, th at they m ight have more can ase) 
to prey on. lit like m anner, tho Wall street 
buzzards would like to see depressions and 
panics iii order that they m ight in tim e of 
pressure buy property at low rates, aud 
then, a. ter they had provided an expansion, 
unload so as to m ake largo profits. 
While 
I ani not an enem y to national banks, I 
should not hke lo see them have power to 
govern the country, lf we had a broad coin 
basis, represented by certificates, it would 
bo difficult for them to m ake great fluctua­ 
tions in the currency so as to derange tho 
business of ilia country. 
“ The last question i would refer to is the 
tariff aud internal revenue taxes. It is a 
surprise to me to see the m istake mado gen­ 
erally m reference to this subjo t. People 
say that high tariff taxes put too rn licit 
money into the treasury urn! load t i extrav­ 
a g a n t expenditure. This is undoubtedly a 
m ischief, but a m uch greater one is the rak­ 
ing of more money from tho people than 
they should be compelled to pay. 
It may 
fairly Ire said th a t for every dollar th a t goes 
into the treasury the people lose three 
or tour in 
tariff 
taxes 
laid 
on 
the 
necessaries of life. Some of the duties 
am ount to IOO nor cent., aud prohibit all 
im ports of necessaries taxed. W hen, there- 
fore, a man pays twice tim value of an arti­ 
cle in tho foreign m arkets, lie often does 
not help the governm ent at all, but m erely 
helps 
T h e W e a l t h y M o n o p o lis t 
and m anufacturing bosses. If tho tariff 
taxes wmre reduced the people would pay 
less aud the governm ent receive more, be­ 
cause m any other articles would bo im ­ 
ported. A better tariff than any we are 
likely to have would he to allow each m an 
to im port w hat he pleased and to cay the 
governm ent tu proportion to its value. 
“I adm it th at wise discrim inating duties 
would be better than this plan; but in fact, 
discrim inating duties are made against the 
necessaries of life, aud fall most heavily on 
w hat the laboring classes use. Congress 
ought undoubtedly to reduce all prohibitory 
taxes so as to encourage im porters for tne 
benefit of the governm ent, aud at the sumo 
tim e relieve the people of a portion of w hat 
they have to pay. A. tariff could be so ar­ 
ranged as to impose lighter burdens on 
the 
people, 
and 
at 
tho 
sam e tim e 
enable tis to repeal w hat Thomas Jefferson 
called ‘tho infernal revenue.’ Congtess 
ought at once to reduce Hie duties on w his­ 
key front nin tv to forty or fifty cents a 
gallon and repeal all other infernal reve­ 
nue taxes. A year or two hence, the other 
half of tho tax on whiskey should be re­ 
moved, as in that tim e the heavy whiskey 
dealers who have shown) 
them selves so 
powerful in Congress m ight have tim e to 
unload, lf Cleveland would earnestly rec­ 
ommend, and the Democratic m em bers of 
Congress would carry out such a policy as I 
have indicated. Ute party would bu strong 
enough easily to carry the next election. 
"W ithreference to civil service m atters, 
I ought, perhaps, to say that Jefferson in­ 
structed! his officers not to interfere with 
elections, but to allow the people to pass on 
the m erits ol his adm inistration. Aftor 
H arrison’s election, in the latter part of 
March, 1841, he instructed his secretary of 
state, Daniel W ebster, to bsue a proclam a­ 
tion In which ho stated th at partisan efforts 
for or against any party, or the contribu­ 
tion of money to influence elections w ould 
be regarded as cause for dism issal, homo 
such provision m ight be of advantage to 
the adm inistration of the governm ent.”

GAY HEAD INDIANS. 


An Industrious, Frugal and 
Moral People. 


Their Soeeess as Sailors, and Their 


Domestic Arts. 


Articles Made from the Products of 
Their Clay Banks. 


Since Hie terrible disaster which befell 
the steam ship City of Columbus, of tho 
Boston and Savannah Steam ship Company, 
about every one has become quite fam iliar 
with the nam e “Gay Head Indian.” Their 
noble and heroic services at th a t hour of 
peril will never be forgotten. 
Gay Head Is an incorporated town, situ­ 
ated on tho westerly end of the county of 
Dukes, which em braces the whole of the 
island of M artha’s Vineyard. This Indian 
village has an area of 2400 acres, which is 
divided into three peninsulas, N asbaquitsa. 
Squipnocket and Gay Head. The town is 
nearly severed from tho rest of tho island 
by M enemslia pond. 
At Hie present lim e 
there are nearly 200 Indians at Gay Head, 
and unlike many other rem nants of Indian 
tribes in the Com m onwealth, they have for 
a few years past been gradually increasing 
in num bers. There are about fifty families, 
and the peoplo have for a series of years 
been seeking more profitable sources of in­ 
come than their isolated situations natur­ 
ally afforded, and 
some of them have 
achieved distinction aa efficient m ariners 
or m asters of vessels. 
The morals, education and m arked ipdi 
cations of civilized advancem ent am ong 
them are so striking th at they attract the 
attention of thoso who chanco) to visit their 
sequestered island home. If there is a spot In 
all New England where a recluse m ight 
wish to find perfect repose, free from all 
the troubles and anxieties of life. Gay Mead 
is the place; and yet the Gav H eaders are 
quito jealous of the influences and ap­ 
proaches of foreigners, they having had 
considerable trouble with those who have 
m arried their daughters and settled am ong 
them. 
There is quite a diversity of soil in Gay 
Head, w ith some very good land and some 
vory had 
Matty cattle are driven here 
from other parts of the island for pasturage 
during tho summer. 
One may stand on 
the southerly shore of Gay Head and see 
the little inland of "No Man’s Land” three 
m iles away to the south, " hich is also used 
as a pasturage. 
There is a unique kind of clay found here. 
)'. liieli is used for m aking alum and for 
other purposes as well. These clay banks 
ar«» 
several 
hundred 
feet 
high. and 
Hie depth and e t 'out of 
Hits vein is 
not as yet know > 
There are various 
colors in this iran mite bank -black, red. 
blue, white, e tc.-;. . 
the effect from the 
water, especially w nun Hie sun is out, is 
gorgeous 
No visitor to Gay Head over 
thinks of retu ning w ithout taking his 
kni.o and cutting ,<at a block of this 
proclous soil. The natives obtain quite a 
sum yearly by m aking this clay into pipes, 
tiowor 
rote, 
decanters, 
pitchers 
and 
other designs, principally for ornam ent 
which they sell to hundreds of peoplo th at 
visit the island. Form erly, when a vt an*I 
came for this clay, men, women and chil- 
dren would turn out nu mas e and swarm 
around and assist in loading, lor which 
They woubi receive pay. E 'e n at this day 
the work of cutting out the clay, the size of 
an ordinary paving stone, gives employ­ 
m ent to a nuntl or of melt and boys. 
The cranberries of Gay Head were for­ 
m erly public property, and were not al­ 
lowed to bo tone lied until a given day, 
when the picking commenced, at which 
limo every inhabitant would work with all 
his m ight aud lu th e ra n w ithin bis roach. 
Tile value oi tho cranberry crop varies 
from $60 to $400, and ittao inhabitants re­ 
cline about ITO * annually for pasturage. 
The revenue irom sales of clay is conttmr- 
ffively nothing, taking into consideration 
tim e octuple I in digging it and m oulding 
it into the several designs. In the adjoin­ 
ing town of Chilm ark tiiere is some of this 
clay, which can to placed tut vessels at 
prices m uch lower than a t Gay Head. and 
consequently no little revenue is taken 
away from the inhabitants of Gay Head on 
this account. 
Away back in tho past, any m em ber of this 
tribe could lake up, fence im and improve as 
m uch of the land as he pleased, end when 
enclosed, it became his own. it m ight very 
naturally he interred by this th at such a 
state of things would engender many dis­ 
putes aud quarrels, but such was not the 
case. ll was a kind of governm ent w ithin 
governm ent, not conducted by any code of 
laws except tim 
bone 
and 
muscle of 
those 
taking 
up 
the 
laud. 
The 
Gay 
Head 
Indians 
are 
a 
m ixture 
of the red, 
black 
and 
w hite 
races, 
and there is, I oo, some Sou tin rn blood am ong 
them , as well as Portuguese and Dutch, if 
such nam es as these are any criterion: 
John Kau olph, Madison. Corita, Sylvia and 
Vornderhoop. Through Hie interm arrying 
and the coming in of foreigners, the Indian 
nam es are alm ost nu bed out. 
The Gay 
Head people are on the wtiole a moral, 
frugal, industrious and tenii>ernte people, 
and are quite equal in these respects to 
white people with sim ilar surroundings. 
Gay Head light, situated on the highest 
land there, is considered the m ost powerful 
of any ou the Atlantic coast, and it has been 
a faithful beacon to many a m ariner on this 
rough aud tem pestuous sea.

B u t I m agnified bit m ission, ta lk in g free ­ 
ly ab o u t it am ong m y acq u ain tan ces, an i 
b rag g in g of w h at I w ould do in case of an 
a tta ck . T he Gill boys had so m etim es gone 
off fo a w eek or tw o in sum m er, leaving 
tho r house w ith o u t any o ccu p an t w hat­ 
ever. rely in g for its safety ou th e sim ple 
fact th a t a w icked w orld did n o t know of 
its exposed co n d itio n ; an d h ere w as I ad­ 
v ertisin g openly and idiotically a first-class 
su b u rb an residence to be robbed! 
O f course, one of th e sm art th in g s I did 
w as to procure a rev o lv er; I considered no 
heroic eq u ip m en t com plete w ith o u t th a t 
bit of foolishness.

T h c ie are g en erally tw o or 
th re e of th e m , they are p racticed shots, 
w hich you are n o t: and w hon it com es to a 
hand-to-hand figot th ey can fire nv e or six 
tim es a-; fast as you can. an d u in e te n or 
tw e n ty tim es as s tra ig h t a t th e v ital part-. 
P articu larly in th e dark. 
Ii « alw ays in 
th e d ark , you k now .” ho w ent on, look­ 
ing mo anxiously in 
the lace, w hile I 
was dread fu lly a fra id he m ig h t notice th a t 
I tu rn ed slig h tly pale.

ban never th o u g h t of it; b u t h av in g bought 
it and bragged ab o u t it, I was hound to 
loup w ith it u n d e r m v pillow , and m ake 
use of it. if necessary. 
W ith all m y sciI- 
conceit, I w a n ’tu ito g tile r w an tin g in res­ 
olution.
